GARLAND STRESSES 

FINANCIAL. REFORM 


OTTAWA, Jan. 29.—(C.P.)—F- 
nancial reform, agriculture and un- 
employment are three subjects up- 
on which the interest of the U.F.A. 
member@ of parliament are centred. 
This was indicated today by B. J. 
Garland, U.F.A, member for Bow 
River, who has arrived for the par- 
liamentary session, Which begins 
February 4.

Garland said that his colleagues 
and he were particularly interested 
in the forthcoming report of — the 
Royal Commiission on ‘Transporta- 
tion, 

“We are determined there will be 
no sabotage of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways,”’ said Mr. Garland 
in this connection. 

It was obvious that something 
must be done in the way of finan- 
cial reform, declared the member 
for Bow River. Agriculture must 
be assisted. The well-being of the 
farmer must be looked after in the

Mr. Garland said he was opposed 
to the suggestion that civil service 
salaries be cut. He indicated that 
he and his colleagues did not take 
seriously any attacks on the merit 
system of the public service.

EXPLOSION WRECKS GAS 
PLANT IN TURNER VALLEY 


‘Calgary’s natural gas supply was 
endangered for several hours Sun- 
day afternoon when the pre-heat- 
ing plant, one of the units of the 
$750,000 scrubbing plant of the Roy- 
alite Oil Company at Turner Val- 
ley exploded, blowing out a num- 
ber of pipeline heads and then ig- 
nited, causing damage ‘estimated 
around 15,000. 


The gas supply leading to the 


scrubbing plant was cut off as the 


flames with steam, water and chem- 


icals in 30. below zero weather. 
They managed to extinguish the 
blaze in record time, but not before 
serious damage had been done.

be due to tuberculosis, which, if not 
given prompt treatment before the 
disease becomes advanced, will re- 
quire years of care and may prove 
fatal. 

Shortness of breath may 
first evidence of a_ failing heart, 
which, if given reasonable care, 
would serve for years, but which, 
without such care, will soon become 
so damaged as to render its owner 
practically helpless for the remain- 
der of his life.

as to pride 
possessions. We do not admire the 
farmer who neglects his cattle, or 
the man who neglects his motor car. 
It is no more admirable to neglect 
ur bodies than it is to give atten- 
tion to our cattle or to our motor 
cars.

Warning Still Needed 

‘Motorists who have wondered at 
the constant reiteration of the warn- 
ings issued against carbon monoxide 


gas should know that there is an 
excellent reason for it. In spite of 
all the educational work done, the 
fatalities due to this cause in 1930 
established a new high record. Fi- 
gures show a steady gain in the 
number of deaths every year. And, 


the rate of increase is greater than 
that in the number of registered 
ears. Hence, the- greater emphasis 
being laid upon the warning never 
to run an automobile engine in a 
small garage—even with the doors 
open-——a second longer than is neces- 
Sary. to drive out. 


Safe Tires for Winter 

Safety in winter driving is de- 
pendent to a large extent on the 
tread of the tires. A deep, rugged 
tread on all four tires is the best 
insurance against skidding and’ ac- 
cidents when driving on snow slush 
and slippery pavements. Worn 
smooth rubber wet by the water 
from the highway makes the tire 
almost equally as slippery, as the 
jee or snow itself. 


Valve Grinding 

The purpose of grinding valves is 
to prevent the inlet and 
valves from leaking compression. 
The exhaust valve is surrounded by 


a falem (exhaust gas) when open, 
and will eventually become pitted 
or warped. The inlet valve admits 


gas instead of ejecting a flame, and 
therefore does not pit as badly . as 
the exhaust valve, When the job is 
done all valves should be included 
and any exhaust valves found badly 
burnt or warped should be replaced. 


Headlights Blink and 
Garage Doors Open 

By means of the headlights’ glare 
penetrating a small glass window 
in a garage door they now swing 
open automatically, This operation 
is brought about by the beam of the 
headlight penetrating the little glass 
window in the garage door and 
striking the light-sensitive surface 
ot a photoelectric tube to a degree 
sufficient to actuate a relay which 
operates the regular electric door 
opening mechanism. When the door
